A 
regiment of cavalry was then eilied 
into action and attacked -the peasants 
vigorously. The mob flmdly were 
driven hiitck. but not before many 
pien had Itoen kINed or woundsd.

Mr. mtfdfuit added that from the 
time t^e Helicon hail colonists moved 
in n]t to the day of the fire there 
bud been much curiosity among the.

He had iieard stories 
circulated about town to the effe( t 
that the colonists did not Invite their 
friends aniong the townspeople be- 
cause they hM oomat^inci tMy want- 
ed to conceal. 

"Last night when we were called 
upon to face the coroner's jury we all 
found a distinct, air of hostility mani- 
fested toward ua by the members or 
that body. Upon me in particular 
they seamad to*v1alt thair dlipieasnre 
and I em afraid they thought they 
had made a f>><il o( mc Maybe ihcy 
did. I felt that they did.

"They blamed as for running Heli- 
con hall as a botal without obeying 
the ha|.el laws for protection against 
fire. Why. that building housed a 
school many years before we took it, 
and when we enlercxl we found no 
fire |»rotectlon at all. We immediate- 
ly bought three fire extinguishers and 
Mrs. Hahn was In New 'York buying 
fire eacavee when the building burn- 
ed." ' 

An apologist for the colonists salil 
the Inimical spirit of the jury might 
be account eil for by iho fact that 
Moveral of iis ineiuliers were trades- 
men who held bllU against the colo- 
ny. Tnc financial agatra of tha as- 
sociation ha^ been badly muddled 
just about a month before the fire,, 
."aid Mr. Sinclair, through the Illness 
df Supt. I^andall. He was (orccd to 
;;d to* Havana to recuperate and he 
todU some of the accdunt books witii 
liiiii. Tile cdldiiists continued to i«iy 
llii'lr bdaid and lodging, but no set- 
tle uient of outstanding bllla oould be 
made while Mr. Randall was away 
w ith the hooka of the financial' de- 
iiartment whieh. Were fn h(a posses- 
sion. So !t iflfs that, though there 
was something like ll.l^iio in a bank 
to the crcillt of the colony, no i)ay- 
mi'nt> I diild he made tu tbc clamor- 
ing iiui'Mer baker. When the 
superintendent relurB44 or gavo up 
Ills place and another waa appointed 
ai: bills listed would be nnule ready 
for payment. 

Will .\iiiidon SRitaRapd. 
"W'e will not return to nhiglewood," 
was Mr. Sinclair's fluat dictum lu 
layug away the ghoat of the Helicon 
colony that -was.
